Oscar W. Underwood, 
one of the notable political leaders of 
his time, died today at Woodlawn, 
his country home in nearby Virginia, 
where he had retired at the end of 
a public career which had seen his 
name repeatedly brought forward for 
the presidential nomination of the 
democratic party. 

Death came at 11:15 o'clock this 
morning in the massive brick struc- 
ture overlooking the Potomac river 
and the George Washington Shrine at 
Mount Vernon. The former senator 
had been unconscious for two days and 
his death had been expected since yes- 


terday. His family, however, had 

withheld notice of his condition until 

the last, hopeful that he would rally. 
Senate Adjourns. 

Even his former colleagues in the 
senate and in the house, in both of 
which he had served as leader of his 
party, were unaware of the gravity of 
his illness. Announcement of his death 
was followed by immediate adjourn- 
ment of the senate out of respect to 
his memory and expressions of regret 
over his death flowed from congress 
and government officials throughout 
the day. 

Mr. Underwood died as a result of 
a cerebral hemorrhage suffered early 
in December. Two weeks later he had

“IT am a candidate for reelection 
as a director of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana, and the question of 
my candidacy is to be determined by 
a vote of stockholders March 7,” Co- 
lonel Stewart’s statement said. “I am 
either entitled tov reelection upon the 
record of my stewardship of the in- 
terests of this company for the past 
10 years, or I am not, 

Has Sunport of Board. 

“The board of directors, men who 
work with me daily and have for the 
past quarter of a century, say that I 
am honest and loyal te the best in- 
terests of the company. There has 
been a practically unanimous and 
spontaneous expression from the rank 
and file of the employees in. favor of 
my retention as a director. 

“The intimation from any source 
that any coegcion has been used or 
practiced to secure this verdict from 
the hands of my associates is, an in- 
famous lie. No coercion has or will 
'be used or tolerated. 

“[ am desirous of reelection, but to 
secure that reelection I haye: not 
bought a share of stock for the pur- 
pose of voting it at the coming elec- 
tion, nor shall [ do so. Practically 
my entire earnings of a lifetime are 
invested in Standard Oil of Indiana 
stock, and I have no dividend alle- 
giance.”’

On the con- 
trary recent dispatches have announc- 
ed that the communist party had de- 
clared relenticss warfare on his fol- 
lowers). |

the great Afghan provincial chiefs, 
each possessing an army, were waiting 
for the snow to melt so as to march 
on Kabul to restore Amanullah. Paris 
dispatches yesterday said that Aman- 
ullah was believed to be marching to- 
ward the capital to deal with Habi- 
bullah Khan who usurped the throne 
from Amanuflah’s brother, Inayatul- 
lah. 

It was also stated that Inayatullah 
had never been proclaimed king but 
had merely agreed to act as regent 
when Amanullah fled from Kabul. 
Finding his position untenable, Inaya- 
tullah fled to India to seek help in 
arming his brother’s forces.

VICTIM'S WIDOW BARES 
LIFE AT LIGGETT TRIAL 


Nashville, Tenn., January 25.—(P) | 
Mrs. Turney Cunningham today com- | 
pleted her story of a six-year ac- 
quaintanceship with Walter Liggett, 
socially prominent slayer of her hus- 
band, and swooned in the arms of 
State’s Attorney Seth Walker as she 
left the stand.

Today, under cross-examination, 
Mrs. Cunningham recounted her last 
meeting with Liggett at her home. 
She told of seeing two men hiding in 
the rear yard that night, and how 
they intercepted Liggett as he walked 
through a rear alley. She told of the 
pistol duel in which Cunningham 
was wounded fatally. She told. omit- 
ting nothing, of the affair with Lig- 
gett which led to the duel.

Days ot Napoleon

Social New York turned its back on 
modern America tonight to live for 
ten hours amid ‘the. scenes of. cere- 
mony and grandeur that marked’ eight- 
eenth century France when Napoleon 
ruled the land. :

Underwood as “one of the finest men 
Il ever knew,” moved to adjourn and 
it was so voted. 

In the house, Representative Gar- 
rett, with a warm tribute to the abil- 
ity and qualities of leadership of the 
Alabaman, informed that branch of 
congress of his passing. Garrett said 
the former senator was “one of the 
very great men of his generation.” 

Eulogies From Senators.

‘National Figure Passes | 


Former Senator Oscar Underwood, 
of Alabama, who died yesterday at his 
home in Woodlawn, Va. 


was this same courage that led him 
to publicly denounce the Ku Klux 
Klan in 1924, when he was seeking 
the presidential nominatiea. 

A desire to serve his country wher- 
éver possible led Senator Underwood 
to accept membership on the Ameri- 


can commission to the Washington 
arms conference. This service, tak- 
en from the hands of a _ republican 
president while all of the bitterness 
of the inter-party fight over the 
Teague of Nations still rankled, un- 
doubtedly cost him the democratic 
leadership in the senate, a Jeadership 
he was not loath to surrender since 
his party had lost control of congress. 

First elected to the house of rep- 
resentatives from the Birmingham dis- 
trict of Alabama in 1894, Mr. Under- 
wood assumed leadership of the dem- 
ocrats there when they took control 
of the house in 1911 and on the rec- 
ord he made within a year his friends 
advanced him for the presidential 
nomination at Baltimore. Muster- 
ing nearly 100 votes, he remained in 
the fight until the 46th ballot when 
his name was “withdrawn without 
either his knowledge or consent and 
hi: strength thrown to Woodrow Wil- 
son 

Refused Nomination. 


Refusing to be considered for the 
vice presidential nomination with Wil- 
son, he continued his service in the 
house and through his parliamentary 
skill and his tact of leadership he 
contributed very materially toward 
making Wilson’s first four years of 
administration a period of far-reach- 
ing legislation. At the same time he 
brought country-wide recognition to 
himself as the author of a tariff bill 
which supplanted the famous Payne- 
Aldrich act. 

After 20 years in the house, he 
moved over to the senate. His fame 
had preceded him and with the death 
of Senator Thomas Martin, of Vir- 
ginia, he was chosen democratic lead- 
er, a place he held until 1921. 


Reelected to the senate in 1920, 
he announced just before the expira- 
tion of his second six years’ terms 
that he would not be a candidate to 
succeed himself in 1926. Meantime, 
he had purchased Woodlawn, on the 
lotomac river, a part of the original 
Washington estate at Mount. Vernon. 
and there he made his home part of 
each year. 

On Important Committees. 

Entering congress, in the days of 
iron rule of republican speakers, Un- 
derwood had a part in breaking the 
power of “Uncle Joe” Cannon and lat- 
er in liberalizing the rules of the 
house. By his industry and energy he 
had gained a place on the judiciary 
committee and later served on the 
ways and means and appropriations 
committees, two of the most power- 
ful of the house. 

Leadership in the house of repre- 
sentatives as it is known today be- 
gan with the selection of Underwood 
by the democrats for the place in 
1911. Prior to his recognition as the 
floor chief, leadership had been dic- 
tatorship under Reed, Hen‘lerson and 
Cannon, A small group had reigned 
supreme and those who fsi.ed to do 
their bidding quickly felt the lash. 

Commanding an almost unwieldy 
majority, Underwood found himself 
a difficult task. His first 
concern was the wi.ting of a new tar- 
iff act, a subject to which he had 
devoted years of study. He wrote a 
measure which he declared was “true 
to the principles of democracy.” 

Taft Vetoed Bill. 

President Taft vetoed that bill in 
the late summer of 1911 and when 
the democrats were returned to full 
control of all functions of the govern- 
ment in 1913 the bill was rewritten 
and signed by President Wilson. 

Under the Underwood leadership 
were enacted also the federal reserve 


‘act, the farm loan act, the Clayton | 


anti-trust act «nd all the others in 
the long list of legislation that went 
to the statute books during the first 
four, or “peace years” of the Wilson 
administration. 


Despite the tremendous drive that 
was made against the federal reserve 
act Underwood kept his forces solidly 
in line on that issue, a feat which up 
to that time had been almost with- 
out precedent. 

His service in the senate was little 
less conspicuous. He had early 
pointment to the appropriations com- 
mittee and, owing to the illness of 
Senator Martin, he had charge o 
many of the enormous war appropria- 
tion bills. Tax legislation also felt 
the influence of his guiding hand in 
the days when the nation was bear- 
ing an unheard of burden in order to 
defray much of the war cost in a sin- 
gle generation. % 

In the period immediately follow- 
ing the war the democrats lost con- 
tral of congress and Senator Under- 
woods opportunity -for the directing 
of constructive work came to an end. 
Always fair even to the bitterest of 
his political opponents, bis friends de- 
clared that he had a natural distaste 
for holding continuous a critical at- 
titude toward all the works and wars 
of the opposing party. which is an 
essential part of minority leadership. 


Friend of Harding. 


This was one of the reasons why 
he did net offer for reelection as 
minority leader in 1922. It, perhaps, 
also was due to this recognized trait 
that President Harding turned to him 
in seeking a democratic member of 
the Washington arms conference. The 
president and Mr. Underwood had 
been close personal friends. im the 
senate and in 1921 Mr. Harding made 
a trip to Alabama to speak in praise 
of the senator before the “home 
folks.” 

Mr. Harding and the senator had 
differed directly, however. on the 
League of Nations issue. The Ala- 
bama senator consistently opposed 
reservations to the treaty of Ver- 
sailles and just before the final vote 
by which the treaty was rejected he 
proposed that the issue be left to the 
voters in 1920. Senator Harding arc- 


| eepted that challenge and the league 


became one of the chief iseues in the 
campaign in which Harding was sent 
to the white house. 

As a member of the arms confer- 
ence, Senator Underwood sat on the 
committee on Far Eastern affairs and

He was promi- 
nent also in the opposition to the 
soldiers’ bonus and conducted a long

| foreign policy by the republican ad- 
ministration. He declared that it was 
not necessary for the United States te 
become partners in either peace or war 
in Europe in order to have a policy 
looking to the ultithate peace of the. 
world. 

The Ku Klux Klan, which had come 
to be a political issue in the country, 
early drew fire from the _ senator. 
When his name was plaeed in nomina- 

tion in Madison Square Gyurden, where 
Governor Brandon's strident “Ala- 
bama casts 24 votes for Underwood” 
| became historic, there was an anti- 
klan demonstration lasting for more 
than an hour. 

Although remaining in the running 
until the convention, viring ef the 
Smith-McAdoo row, turned. to John 
W. Davis, Senator Underwood never 
became a real factor. His friends 
conducted a strenuous campaign and 
at times were able to run his total 
to fair proportions but the convention 
failed to warm up to his candidacy. 

Born In Kentucky. 

Born at Louisville, Ky., on May 6, 
1862, the son of a lawyer, Mr. Un- 
derwood spent his early life on the 
frontier state of Minnesota. His fam- 
ily moved there when he was three 
years old, traveling u, the frozen 
Mississippi into St. Paul on sledges.

ON FISHING VOYAGE 


Kev Largo. Fla., January 25.—() 
President-elect Hoover had another 
day of deep sea fishing somewhere 
south of here today, but no word came 
ashore as to what Iuck he has had 
since he “lost” himself off the Florida 
coast yesterday. 

Present expectations are that he 
will fish all day tomerrow and return 
to Belle Isle in Biscayne bay during 
the forenoon Sunday, landing his 
“eatch” from the yacht “Amitie” upon 
arrival at the J. C. Penney estate, his 
vacation home in Florida. . 

Secret service men still are being 
kept at a distance and even they had 
no information about the next presi- 
dent except that he was somewhere 
off the coast. either fishing among the 
remote keys to the south or on edge of 
the gulf stream, the two favorite 
grounds for anglers who know these 
waters. : 

Upon his return to shore, the presi- 
dent-elect will learn that Alfred E. 
Smith, his opponent in the presiden- 
tial race, is expected to visit Miami 
early next week, making his headquar- 
ters at a hotel at Coral Gables, a few 
miles south of the city. 

Smith to Visit Miami. 

Since the next chief executive in- 
tends to remain almost in seclusion at 
No. 8 Belle Isle, it is not likely that 
there will be occasion for any pub- 
lie meeting between the two men. 
Whether Mr. Hoover will invite the 
former New York governor to be his 
luncheon or dinner guest at the pre- 
inaugural home is a question which 
has given rise to some interesting 
speculation in Florida political cir- 
cles. 

Mr. Hoover also will find awaiting 
him at Miami Beach Horace A. Mann, 
of Washington, director of the repub- 
lican campaign in most of the states 
of the old Confederacy. Mr. Mann is 
here on a vacation, but since the pres- 
ident-elect is making a study of politi- 
eal conditions in the south it is not 
unlikely that he will be invited in for 
a conference. 

The next president has not had an 
opportunity to go over the southern 
situation with Mr. Mann since the 
election as his attention was engrossed 
by other matters during his stay of 
two weeks in Washington upon his 
return from his good-will mission to 
Latin America upon which he em- 
barked on November 19.

73 small towns and 68 
farm counties east of the Rockies. 
Among them about 5,600 owned radi« 
sets and 11,400 did not.

New York, January 25.—(/)—A 
typist by day and a federal prohibition, 
agent at night was disclosed today as 
the role of Miss Marjorie Melius, 22- 
year-old beauty. 

Disclosure of her employment as an 
undercover agent came at padlock 
proceedings against James (Dinty) 
Moore, who conducts a restaurant on 
West 46th street.

Slade, an agent, testi- 
fied that on his three visits to Moore's 
restaurant he had been accompanied 
by a woman agent he knew only as 
“Miss Meiss.” . 

Questioned by Judge Thacher as to 
whether she drank liquor at Moore's 
place, she replied: 

“Yes, I drank old-fashioned cock- 
tails and rye highballs.”’ She then 
corroborated in detail the testimony 
of Slade. 

She said she received $5 a night for 
her services from “James Donovan, 
the chief prohibition investigator for 
Administrator Campbell.” She start- 
ed work as a prohibition agent last 
December, she said, and was dis- 
charged a few days ago because 
“funds for enforcement were low.” 
During the daytime, she said, she 
worked as a typist at a business office 
in the building adjoining prohibition 
headquarters. 

While prohibition agents frequently 
have admitted taking their wives with 
them on investigations into the night 
life district, they were not in the em- 
ploy of the government.

Farmers collect data on which fore- 
casts of preduction of the various 
crops are based, Mr. Callander told 
the conference, explaining that rural 
mail carriers gathered the data from 
planters themselves and turned it over 
to the state statistician, who in turn 
forwarded it to Washington where es- 
timates for the country were com- 
piled. 

Data is gathered for different crops 
and livestock twice yearly, Mr. Cal- 
lander said, and taking the hog re- 
port as an example, declared that the 
data obtained indicated a decreased 
production next year, giving a good 
outlook for the market. 

Farmers with the data given out 
during the year, by careful study can 
ascertain when it will be profitable 
to turn to certain crops, the statisti- 
cian said. 

Prizes to winners in various con- 
tests will be awarded tomorrow, and 
after that the degree of master farm- 
er will be conferred on 12 Georgia 
farmers who by their general man- 
agement and ‘industry have achieved 
distinction in agricultural pursuits 
during the past year. This 
the second class of master farmers 
to be presented certificates by the 
college of agriculture.

Doubts Possibility of Get- 
ting Ratification of —— 
Treaties. 


Washington, January 25.—(4}— 
President Coolidge regards Senator 
Borah's suggestion for an internation- 
al conference to codify maritime laws 
particularly those relating to the 
rights of neutrals in sea warfare as 
theoretically a splendid suggestion, 
but from the practical side he doubts 
the possibility of obtaining a ratifiea- 
tion by the senate of uny resulting 
treaties. . 

The president also is still of the 
opinion that the time limit embodied 
in the cruiser construction bill now 
pending in the senate should be elimi- 
nated. He has not changed his post- 
tion on this since his view was ex- 
pressed in his message to congress 
some time ago, 

He holds to this opinion not be- 
cause he does not want the cruisers 
built immediately, but because of bud- 
get consideration. He believes it im- 
possible for budget experts to see in 
advance what the condition of the 
treasury will be in any given year. 

Approval was given by Secretary 
Kellogg today to the proposal by 
Chairman Borah of the senate foreign 
relations committee, that the cruiser 
bill ealls for a restatement and fre- 
codification of the rules of interna- 
tional law governing the rights. of 
neutrals in war-time, to be accomplish- 
ed if possible before the 1931 confer- 
ence on limitation of armaments, 

“I think if there could be a con- 
ference on that subject it would be a 
very good thing,” said Mr. Kellogg.

At Dead Man's Harbor on the Bay 
of Fundy there is an isolated village 
with a population of not more than 
200 persons. At high tide the village 
is based upon a rocky peninsula 
which rises sheer, 20 feet above the

But when the great 40-foot tide 


_tushes ont, it leaves the village on 


a promontory 60) feet in the air; 
while the island of the lighthouse, 
almost circular in shape, rises like a 
great, squat cylinder, nearly 43 feet 
above the flat sands. 

At ebb tide, for the space of 40 min- 
utes, it is possible to cross dry-shod 
from village to island. Reeled wire 
ladders, let down the rock, permit de- 
seent from the village to the sands 
below. One can cross to the island 
and ase@nd by similar means the al- 
most perpendicular sides of the rock 
where a level green lawn surrounds 
the old lighthouse. 

The island in Dead Man’s Harbor 
is lonely enough when surrounded by 
the whipping waters of the bay, but 
when the cruel rocks rise steeply from 
the wet sands below it is grim, indeed.

One of the big factors in Georgia 
Tech's success on the gridiron during 
the past few years will be lost when 
Don Miller, backfield coach, leaves 
for his new position with Ohfo Sgate 
this fall. 

Coach Miller announced by wire 
Fridey that he had accepted a three- 


year contract offered by Ohio State 


university under the terms of which 
he would act as backfield coach of the 


Buckeyes under Coach Willaman, who 
recently succeeded Dr. Wilce as head 
coach, according to Professer A. H. 
Armatrong, business manager, the 
Georgia Tech Athletic association, 

In his announcement Coach Miller 
expressed keen regret at being forced 
to leave Georgia Tech but stated that 
the change seemed to be most advan- 
tageous at this time. He is practicing 
law during the months not devoted to 
roaching and his offices are located 
in Cleveland. His brother, who is his 
partner in the practice, advised him 
to take a position in the state where 
he would be nearer his practice. While 
the terms of the contract were not 
made public it is believed that his 
new connection also has a monetary 
advantage over the Tech position. 

Authorities at Georgia Tech have 

losing the 
services of Coach Miller but declare 
they will not attempt to stand in his 
way if he feels he should leave, Tech 
has no contract with Coach Miller 
but he stated in his conversation with 
Coach Alexander that he would not 
leave if Tech felt he should stay, Pro- 
fessor Armstrong declared Friday that 
Tech would feel the loss of Miller very 
ey not only because of his coach- 
ing ability but because of his rare per- 
sonality that has made him n favorite 
among the students.

are: Conserving the energy of his players so that they can come 

back in the second half with more energy than opponents who use 

the man-to-man system and keep all the players pounding the 

court at top speed most of the time. The detail of this season's 

victories shows that only once has Tech been leading by more than 

a very few points at the end of the half, and many times they have 

trailed. They have proven the value of the zone defense in con- 

serving energy. 

NOTHER POINT is that Mundorff’s system leaves all his men facing 

their own basket most of the time. This is a great advantage when 
a teammate intercepts a pass in the middle of the floor and starts back. No 
man has to stop and make a difficult turn like players must do when 
playing the man-to-man system. 

The zone system avoids a lot of personal fouls, and this sav- 

ing of opponents’ points offsets the few field points they may get 

through any looseness of the zone system. This method, used very 

little in this country, plays a very important part in the continued 

success of Mundorff teams, though Coach Mundorff will hesitate 

to admit it.

He won only 
three of them, in the consensus of 
n¢gwspapermen at the ringside, but 
only Sharkey’s splendid condition and 
dogged grit, kept him from the can- 
vass in several rounds. . 

The Boston battler, fighting his 
last engagement before tackling Strib- 
ling in the first of the major heavy- 
weight elimination outboxed, the bull- 
chested rubber worker, and mixing a 
strange brand of caution with sava- 
gery, slugged his way out of several 
difficulties. He made Christner, 34- 
year-old, but a professional boxer for 
only. the past year, seem childlike in 
efforts to land at times, while Jack 
never had difficulty, booming left 
and righthand shots in Kayo’s unpro- 
tected body. 

Sharkey Is Hit. 

But in every round, often when 

the going was toughest, Christner let 
fly with those righthand shots to the 
chin that slowed away Knute Han- 
sen, the Doleful Dane, in Cleveland 
recently.

Rain Blamed For Malaria. 

Dr. Williams indicated that the 
heavy rains of the spring and summer 
of 1928 was probably the major factor 
in the enormous increase of malaria 
cases recorded last year in Georgia.

AUDIENCE HEARS ELLIS 


Traveler and Writer Dis- 
cusses Tour of Bible Cities 
of Asia Minor. 


That Emperor Augustus, of Rome, 
himself left a- record, which still sur- 
vives, of the census which brought 
Mary and Joseph from Nazareth to 


Bethlehem for the birth of Christ, 
was told Friday night to a large 
audience at Columbia Theological 
seminary. in Decatur, by Dr. Wil- 
liam T. Ellis, of Swarthmore, Pa., 
traveler and writer. 

Tis amazing discovery was made 
at Angora, -the present capital of 
Turkey, where there still remains a 
ruined temple that was built by the 
Roman senate in honor of Augustus. 
Engraved in Latin on the walls of 
this temple, still legible, is the po- 
litical autobiography of the Emperor 
Augustus, in which he recites hrs 
own achievements. Among them he 
mentions the three censuses 
he had taken. 

This is the only record extant of 
the second of these, which was made 
at the time of the birth of Christ. 
Because of the lack of any Roman 
record of this census, critics of the 
Bible and of the Christmas story 
have accused Luke of having faked 
his facts. Now, after nearly 2,000 
years, the Emperor Augustus himself 
emerges to bear testimony to the 
truth of the Biblical record. 

Dr. Ellis’ lecture Friday night 
covered his travels over the Bible 
cities of Asia Minor, Macedonia, 
Greece and Italy. He recited strik- 
ing geographical evidences of the 
truth of the Bible story. In describ- 
ing Ephesus, he told the story of 
how, 20 vears ago, he found a block 
of marble containing a _ beautiful

Chile and Argentina Have 
Embargo on Arms to 
Inland Nation. 


Washington, January 25.—(4)— 
Quantities of arms reported ordered 
by Bolivia in Eupope aroused appre- 
hension here toddy in diplomatic cir- 
cles, where it feared that rela- 
tions between Paraguay and Bolivia, 
only recently smoothed over, might 
be complicated. 

The reports reaching the capital 
are to the effect that Bolivia has 
placed a munitions order of several 
million dollars with a British firm 
which has sublet part of the contract 
to continental subsidiaries. The first 
consignments are said to be in the 
process of delivery. 

Latin American diplomatic repre- 
sentatives here suggested that some 
concerted action sheuld be taken by 
Bolivia’s neighbors to remove any 
possibility of the tranquility of the 
continent being again disturbed. State 
department officials saw in the lately 
reported numerous seizures by Argen- 
tine authorities of arms en route to 
Bolivia a symptom that the Buenos
